5. (Amended) An adhesive coated article comprising a substrate with a 
first and second major surface and a layer of microsphere adhesive on at least a 
portion of the first major surface of the substrate, wherein the microsphere adhesive 
comprises (a) a plurality of polymeric, solid, elastomeric microspheres that are the 
reaction product of reactants comprising polymerizable starting materials comprising 
at least one C4-C14 alkyl (meth)acrylate ester monomers and at least one 
(meth)acrylamide comonomer with the proviso that t he polar comonomer h as no 
dissociable proton having a of greater than 10~ 3 , (b) a polymeric stabilizer in an 
amount of about 0.1 to about 3 parts by weight per 100 parts by weight of the 
microspheres, and (c) a surfactant in an amount of no greater than about 5 parts by 
weight per 100 parts by weight of the microspheres.
